WOULD SAVE IN INTEREST 


Suggests $7,000,000 for Repaving; 
$5,000,000, Transportation Board; 
$3,000,000, Non-Revenue Works. 


City Controller Berry gubmitted to 
the Board of Estimate yesterday a pro- 
posal for a new method of city 
financing, the adoption of which, he 
declared, would save the -municipality 
| nearly $500,000 a year. . 

He suggested that; instead of issuing 
tax notes or special revenue bonds to 
meet the cost of certain items, as is 
now the practice, a lump sum of $15,- 
000,000 be added to the yearly budget 
to meet these charges, thus saving to 
the city heavy interest charges. The 
items which he thought should be so 
included in the budget were: 

Repaving, $7,000,000; salaries and ex- 
penses of the Board of Transportation, 
$5, 000,000,.and for non-revenue produc- 
‘ing. improvements now financed bytax 
notes, $3,000,000. 

General Berry said such a procedure 
should’ be followed.only if the tax rate 
is to_be tre same-or less than that for 
the current year. This, he declared, is 
possible in view of the increase of 
$1,643,000,000 in the tentative assessed 
valuation of taxable city realty. : 

The Controller said he had received 
a letter. from the Board of Transporta- 
tion requesting the. inclusion in’ the 

budget of $15,000,000 as a sink-

The amount required’ each year for 
this purpose has ‘been provided. by the 
issue of special revenue bonds. For 
1927 the sum’ stated above will be 
needed. 

“For sugh non:revenue producing im- 
provements ‘as are now financed by 
the issue of tax notes, about $3,000,000, 
the idea being to provide such a sum 
as when added to the preceding $12,- 
000,000 would still be within the 2 per 
cent. tax limitation and would not in- 
crease the basic tax rate for the next 
year beyond the present rate. 

**This- procedure, if adopted, wotld: 

‘1. Result in a saving of interest on 
the 1928 budget of nearly one-half a 
million. dollars (the cost of a panto 
building). 

“2. It would require $15,000,000 less 
‘to be provided in the tax budget of 
1928 for the redemption of tax notes 
and special revenue bonds. * 

“3. The beneficial effect of this policy 
of financing will be felt in each suc- 
ceeding year’s budget thereafter, and 
will tend to decrease the tax rate each 
year following.”
